It has even been 
estimated that in thirty-five years 
Alaska may be in a pcsltion to sell 
annually 500,000 to 1,000, 000 reindeer 
catcawes besides furnishing several 
thousand tons of hams and tongues. 
Nor may it be a figment of the brain 
to predict that at no very distant day 
trains from arctic and subarctic Alaska 
will run into Seattle laden with car- 
goes of this very palatable food.
